NORRIS WARNS HE 
WILL NOT BE RUSHED 


Cloture Hinted Should It De- 
velop Opposition Has 
Abundant Debate.

The drive in the Senate to pass 
the $352,000,000 tax reduction bill 
began yesterday. If it passes by 
February 10 all taxpayers, great 
and: small, will get the benefit of 
the substantial and far-reaching re- 
ductions when they file their re- 
turns on March 15. If the passage 
of the bill is delayed, Senator 
Smoot pointed out, the reductions 
will not be available and there can 
be no retroactive plan devised 
which would enable citizens to es- 
cape the present rates of taxation. 

With this background, considera- 
tion of the bill went forward with 
Senator Smoot, who has it in 


charge, taking the lead in explain- 


ing its provisions and with Sen- 


ator Norris looming up as the chief 


obstructionist to precipitate action. 

Backed by other Republicans of 
the independent or radical group 
Senator Norris plans to fight for 
full and deliberate if not leisurely 
He faces a combination of 
Republicans and 
Democrats who have agreed upon 
the main features of the bill and 
who, according to hints voluntarily 
thrown out, will not hesitate to ap- 
ply cloture if they believe the op- 
position has had sufficient time for 
debate. 

Norris Not to be Rushed. 


Senator Norris served notice 
early in the day that he does not 
expect to be prodded and rushed in 
his consideration of the tax meas- 
ure. 

‘“T will not be a party to any- 
thing that will unduly delay the 
bill,’’ he said, ‘‘except as it seems to 
be necessary to get the proper facts 
by information which I and other 
senators feel they will have to 
have. 

“TI fear very much that we will 
be unable to complete this bill by 
February 10. It does not seem that 
we could do justice to so important 
a piece of work if we begin by a 


The opposition to the bill is 


based on the proposed repeal of the 


estate tax and the publicity feature. 
There aie other minor differences. 
After Senator Smoot had explained 
the bill and answered many ques- 
tions, Senator Harrison made a 
speech supporting amendments he 
has proposed. 
Tax Clubs Called Agents. 


Senator Simmons and Senator 
Norris charged that the tax clubs, 
which appeared before the House 
ways and means committee and 
pleaded for repeal of the estate tax 
and lowering of the surtax rates, 
were in reality agents of the “big 
interests.”’ 

In connection with the abolition 
of the Federal estate tax, which 
turns this tax over to the States to 
collect, it developed in the debate 
that the constitution of the State 
of Florida forbids the imposition of 
an estate tax. That would leave 
Florida an added attraction for 
people of wealth, Senators Fletcher, 
Copeland, Edge and Norris pointed 
out.

Plane Will Attempt to 
Craft Are 


Drop Supplies Today if 
Still Afloat. 


Muskegon, Mich., Jan. 28 (By A 
P.).—Three of the eight men who 
have been stranded on two icebound 
fishing tugs off shore in Lake Michi- 
gan, near here, have made their 
way across ice floes to land. Mar- 
tin Jensen, a member of the crew 
of the Indian, and Steve Nardeau, 
from the Helen N., reached shore 
early this evening. Theodore 
Graham, jr., also made his way 
across the ice, arriving shortly be- 
fore his companions. 

With food and fuel supplies ex- 
hausted and zero temperatures in- 
tensified by a biting northwest gale, 
the five men remaining on the tugs 
are waiting, hopeful that the huge 
ice floe which has surrounded them 
will spare their craft until day- 
light. 

Caught in the floe when they at- 
tempted to make the harbor here 
during a blizzard yesterday after- 
noon, the tugs have lain for more 
than 24 hours within a mile of 
shore with the coast guard and the 
steamer Alabama, noted on the lake 
as an ice breaker, helpless to aid 
them. 

Risking his life to aid his com-

Meeting Not Representative, 
Packed, He Says; Linked

Des Moines, Iowa, Jan. 28 (By 
the Associated Press).—Agricul- 
ture of. the middle West and near 
Northwest, represented by delega- 
tions appointed by eleven gover- 
nors, met in a ‘‘corn and agricul- 
tural area marketing conference’”’ 
today, determined upon a legisla- 
tive relief program, and perfeeted 
machinery for carrying the de- 
mands of the region before Con- 
gress. 

The fundamental principles of 
the Dickinson bill, which provides 
for establishing a Federal board 
to take care of the marketing of 
all surpluses of basic farm pro- 
ducts and collecting an equaliza- 
tion fee to make up the difference 
in the domestic and foreign prices, 
was approved in a resolution. 

A committee was appointed by 
Gov. John Hammill, of Iowa, who 
presided, to create a permanent or- 
ganization to be known as the all- 
agricultural marketing advisory 
committee. It will include North 
Dakota in addition to the eleven 
States represented at today’s con- 
ference. These were: Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Ohio, South Dakota, and Wiscon- 
sin, 

Permanent Headquarters. 

Permanent headquarters will be 
established at Chicago, from which 
the campaign for farm relief legis- 
lation willbe carried on. George 
N. Peek, of Moline, Ill... former 
president of the Moline Plow Co. 
and now president of the American 
Council of Agriculture, was named 
chairman. 

The meeting moved with the pre- 
cision of a well-oiled machine un- 
til late in the day, with each suc- 
ceeding speaker stressing the for- 
lorn condition into which agricul- 
ture has fallen and demanding that 
the eleven States represented stand 
together in enunciating a program 
which would place it upon an equal- 
ity with industry, finance and la- 
bor. 

Three-fourths of the speakers fa- 
vored the Dickinson bill, while the 
others counseled against the confer- 
ence committing itself to any defi- 
nite form of legislation. 

While the set program followed 
through without a hitch until just 
before time for the resolutions com- 
mittee to report there suddenly 
came a lull, followed by the usual 
storm.

W. W. Griffith, local coal dealer, 
while the committee sat back and 
listened. Mr. Selden said the Wash- 
ington consumer is paying an ‘‘out- 
rageous’’ price for anthracite sub- 
stitutes, far inferior in fuel value, 
and it is largely because the local 
dealers sell at spot prices coal Which 
they bought at lower contract prices. 

The lower prices at the mines 
are never passed on to the con- 
sumer, Mr. Selden charged, point- 
ing out that testimony before the 
committee has developed’ that 
prices in the Pocahontas-New 
River fields have been as low as 
$3.25 for egg since the 
anthracite strike started, yet the 
dealers in presenting their case 
before the committee have always 
argued on the $6 a ton basis, Even 
on this higher basis, there is a 
spread of some $5 to the dealer in 
Which the conflicting claims as to 
degradation enters, it was pointed 
out.

Brussels, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).— 
Belgium paid tribute today to Car- 
dinal Mercier, primate of Belgium 
and archbishop of Malines. King 
and peasant marched humbly afoot 
in the cortege that carried the body 
of the hg'toved prelate’ through 
pa ade streets to the Ca- 
thedral of Ste. Gudule, where in a 
great national service they testified 
to the love they hold for him. 

Two hundred thousand Belgians 
lined the funeral route and bowed

was carried to the-cathedral. And 
they still lined the way when a 
few hours later, without military 
circumstance, it was borne back to

ONE NATION’S OBJECTION 
WOULD PREVENT ENTRY 


Supporters of Protocol Hold 
That Members Will Accept 
America’s Provisos. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Another step along the road lead- 
ing to American membership in the 
world court was taken yesterday 
with the official notification of 
President Coolidge of the adoption 
of the reso'ution of adherence with 
reservations by the Senate. 

This event was without formality. 
Edwin P. Thayer, secretary of the 
Senate, attached the official seal to 
a copy of the resolution done on 
parchment and dispatched it to the 
White House by special messenger. 
Under the law, Vice President 
Dawes did not have to sign the copy. 

From the White House the res- 
olution was transmitted to the State 
Department, which now takes up 
the task of advising the 48 nations, 
members of the court, that the 
United States is ready to sign with 
reservations and of inquiring 
whether those nations approve of 
membership on the conditions laid 
down by the American government. 

The refusal of a single state te 
accépt those conditions woyld oper- 
ate to prevent the signature of the 
United States to the protocol and 
statute now deposited in the head- 
quarters of the League of Nations 
at Geneva. 


Opponents Hope For Obstacle. 


Opponents of the court were 
hopeful that the reservation under 
which the court could entertain no 
request for an “advisory opinion”’ 
on any question in which the United 
States claimed an interest, without 
previously obtaining the consent 
of this country, might operate to 
prevent approval of American mem- 
bership by some of the member 
nations. : 

On the other hand, leaders of 
the pro-court forces expressed con- 
fidence that the present members 
of the court would find acceptable 
the reservations and declarations of 
policy in the resolution of adher- 
ence. 

Those who have been most prom- 
inent in the fight against ratifica- 
tion said they would not be con- 
tent to rest their hopes on a refusal 
of some state to assent to the con- 
ditions under which the American 
government is willing to participate 
in the tribunal. 


Reed to Appeal to Nation. 


Following up the announcement 
of Senator Borah (Republican), 
Idaho, on the radio Wednesday 
night that he would take the case 
to the country, Senator Reed (Demo- 
crat), Missouri, another of the out- 
standing figures in the fight against 
ratification, declared yesterday that 
he, too, would appeal ‘‘to the great 
court of American public opinion.” 

“The people have a right to de- 
cide it,’’ he said in a formal state- 
ment. ‘“‘A Senate combination may 
‘gag’ a minority in the Senate, but 
they can not ‘gag’ discussion before 
the American people. 

“Cloture has been applied but 
twice in 50 years—first in an at- 
tempt to force us into the League 
of Nations, and second to force 
us into the league court. 

“These methods were employed 
by the proponents of the measure 
because they feared that full discus- 
3ion would result in more and still 
more amendments, just as the dis- 
cussions on the League of Nations 
had brought additional reservations, 
and that full and complete discus- 
sion would result in the defeat of 
their infamous proposition. 

“But these gentlemen feared 
something more than discussion in 
the Senate; they feared that the 
real substance of their plot to 
abandon the policies of Washington 
would be disclosed by the debates in 
the Senate to the American people 
and that a storm of resentment and 
protest would defeat the court.” 


Report Exonerates 


Burke and Wallen | 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Charges of mismanagement and 
neglect on the part of Indian Com- 
missioner Burke and Supt. Wallen, 
of the Five Civilized Tribes, were 
found to be without foundation ina 
partial report submitted to Secre- 
tary Work yesterday by the board 
of Indian commissioners.

ing this particular charge was O. K. 
Chandler, a former superintendent 
of mixed blood, who was dismissed 
from the service for cause,” the re- 
port said 


J.J. West, Former 
Publisher, Dies Here 


James J. West, 67 years old, of 
Moravia, Calif., former owner and 
publisher of the Chicago Times and 
Chicago Daily Mail, died late Wed- 
nesday night at the Emergency hos- 
pital. 

Mr. West, who sold his news- 
paper holdings in 1891, had been in 
Florida for some time on account 
of his health and came to Washing- 
ton on his way to Chicago against 
the advice of physicians. He ar- 
rived here Tuesday night, stopping 
at the Willard hotel. Following 
the sale of his newesn2pers, Mr. 
West became interested in Mexi- 
ean mining interests. He is sur- 
vived by his widow. Funeral ar- 
rangements have not been made, 
pending the arrival from California 
of his nephew, William Sheperd.

"SENATE STUDIES TAX CUT BILL 


AS SMOOT EXPLAINS MEASURE 


CONTINUED FROM FIRST PAGR. 


Senator Smoot said, to make the 
provisions of the bill retroactive, so 
that taxpayers will be denied the 
benefits of the new tax when they 
file their March returns unless the 
bill is speedily passed. 


Some Taxes Noncontroversial. 


“There can be little controversy 
on such matters as the normal tax, 
the credit for earned income and 
the exemptions,” said Senator 
Smoot. 

““As set forth in the committee 
report the effect of these is that 
the average man—that is, the 
married man with two dependents, 
Will pay less in taxes than he did 
under the prewar act of 1916 if 
his income is less than $13,000. 
Any criticism that can be made in 
this respect must be that the re- 
duction is too great rather than 
not large enough. The bill re- 
lieves 2,350,000 persons from the 
direct burden of income taxes. 

Senator Smoot defended the re- 
duction of surtaxes to the 20 per 
cent maximum. It was based on 
“sound economics,’ he said. 

“With a furtherance of prosper- 
ity,’’ he said, ‘‘will come greater 
corporate earnings and a broaden- 
ing of the base upon which the 
government relies for its revenue 
through the tax on corporate in- 
come and the surtax on dividends.’”’ 


Only 5,000 Very Wealthy. 


In the 1924 returns, the senator 
said, there were only 5,000 indi- 
viduals who reported net incomes 
of more than $100,000. To attempt 
to tax very wealthy individuals 
heavily would result in imposing 
hardships on many others who may 
have made their: fortunes for the 
first time. 

“Tl am not one of those individ- 
vals,” the senator said, ‘‘who be- 
lieve in firing a machine gun into a 
crowd of innocent people for the 
purpose of possibly injuring one 
particular person as the target of 
my attack.’ 

Mr. Smoot was unsparing of his 
criticism of the publicity clause 
which the bill proposes to repeal. 
No useful purpose had been served 
by this provision, he contended. It, 


had in fact caused trouble and com- |

Giedal Taxes Repealed. 


The bill proposes the repeal of 
special taxes on brokers, pawn- 
brokers, ship brokers, custom house 
brokers, proprietors of bowling al- 
leys and billiard rooms and shoot- 
ing galleries, riding academies, per- 
sons carrying on the business of 
operating or renting passenger au- 
tomobiles for hire and on tobacco 
manufactures. A loss in revenue 
of only $7,000,000 is estimated. The 
bill repeals the tax on American- 
built yachts, but taxes foreign- 
built yachts. 

The bill reduces the tax from $3 
per annum to $1 on dispensers of 
drugs, and likewise appeals the 
stamp taxes on deeds of convey- 
ance, proxies and powers of at- 
torney. The House bill recom- 
mended a reduction in the tax on 
alcohol, but the proposed bill does 
not approve this. 

“A reduction in the tax on al- 
cohol,’ the report states, ‘“‘would 
result in the displacing of the use 
of denatured alcohol for illegiti- 
mate purposes by the use of grain 
alcohol for a similar purpose.” Pro- 
hibition enforcement, it is contend- 
ed, might be interfered with.

Defends Estate Tax Repeal. 


As expected, Senator Smoot de- 
fended the repeal of the estate tax. 
The constitutionality of the Fed- 
eral estate tax was hinted and the 
right of the Federal government to 
exercise direct control over the dis- 
position of inheritances in the vari- 
ous States questioned. Besides, 
added Senator Smoot: 

“The governors and legislatures 
of most of the States have made 
known their protests, and those 
protests should not be unheeded. 
There is no answer to the argu- 
ment that the right to tax the es- 
tates and inheritances belongs to 
the States primarily and funda- 
mentally.’’ 

The proposed tax bill provides 
for reductions all along the line. 

The rate on the first $4,000 of 
net income, in excess of the exemp- 
tions allowed, is 1% per cent. If 
the net income, after exemptions, is 
$4,000 in excess of this first amount, 
the tax rate applying to the latter 
sum amounts to 3 per cent. These 
are the rates for the so-called small 
taxpayers. 

The single man is given an ex- 
emption of $1,500, so that no in- 
come up to that amount has any tax 
to pay at all. If the deduction of 
this exemption and other legitimate 
exemptions equal the amount of 
earned income, the single man like- 
wise has no tax to pay. 


Exemption for Married $3,500. ’ 


For the married man or woman, 
living with husband or wife, the 
exemption is $3,500. Then there is 
allowed $400 for each dependent. 
Thus the married man with two 
children making a salary of $4,000 
would have no tax to pay and the 
married man with three children or 
dependents and making a salary of 
$5,000 would ‘virtually have no tax 
to pay. i 

The earned income tax provisions 
are as follows: Under the present 
law incomes up to $5,000 are pre- 


sumed to be earned and get a re- 
duction off 25 per cent. After that 
the taxpayer is allowed to prove 
that the next $5,000 income is 
earned, in which case he gets the 
reduction up to $10,000. Under the 
proposed bill the first $5,000 is pre- 
sumed to be earned and the tax- 
payer is allowed to prove that the 

$15,000 is earned income, thus 
making it possible for the reduc- 
tion to apply up to $20,000. 

With respect to the big taxpayer, 
the bill proposes a 20 per cent sur- 
tax.

NO LIMITATIONS ARE SEEN 


Col. William Mitchell’s resigna- 
tion of his commission in the army 
will be accepted this morning by 
the Secretary of War, acting in the 
name of President Coolidge, it was 
indicated last night. 

The acceptance will entail little 
formality and will not have any 
limitations attached to it, it is gen- 
erally believed. It was thought 
that the War Department might add 
to the acceptance that it was ‘for 
the good of the service.” but this 
view has now been abandoned.

TWO AVIATION BILLS 
INTRODUCED IN HOUSE 


Wainwright Proposes Army

(By Associated Press.) 


While the House military and 
naval committees continued hear- 
ings on aviation questions yester- 
day, the subject was discussed 
briefly on the House floor, and two 
bills were introduced for considera- 
tion at a later date. 

One of the measures, presented

At the naval committee hearing, 
Rear Admiral William A. Moffett, 
naval air chief, indorsed the stand 
taken by Secretary Wilbur in advo- 
cating replacement of the wrecked 
Shenandoah by a dirigible thrice its 
size, while Lester P. Barlow, of 
Stamford, Conn., told the military 
committee of,a device invented by 
him which would increase by 2,000 
miles the cruising radius of an air- 
plane.

America Seen Determined to 
Collaborate in Task of 
Maintaining Peace. 


FIRST STEP, BRIAND HINTS 


Geneva, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).— 
As the news of American adher- 
ence to the Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice, known as the 
world court, spread through Gen- 
eva, which now is the scene of the 
sessions of various technical com- 
missions, expressions of satisfac- 
tion were heard on all sides today. 
Many said it meant the definite 
énrollment of the United States in 
international affairs in a helpful, 
cooperative sense, without political 
commitments, and that the United 


States has testified to her determi- 
nation to collaborate in the mainte- 
nance of peace. 

The American ratification of the 
court protocol must, under the 
rules, be deposited with the League 
of Nations. Interest has been 
aroused as to whether, when the 
next vacancy on the court bench 
occurs, the United States will send 
a representative to sit with the 
league council and assembly, which 
elect the judges concurrently, or 
will send in its votes by courier or 
mail. 

Discussing the United States Sen- 
ate’s reservation that the world 
court shall not render advisory 
opinions involving the United 
States without the consent of that 
country, League of Nations politi- 
cal experts said tonight that in 
point of fact the court has not ren- 
dered any decision involving the 
interests of the various states when 
the states affected were opposed to 
such opinions. 

It is also pointed out that the 
only exception to this custom— 
which is only a custom and not a 
binding regulation—was the recent 
Mosul conflict, when the league 
council, despite the opposition of 
Turkey, asked the court to define 
the nature of the council’s function 
in settling the Mosul affair. 

Paris, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).—"The 
action of the United States Senate 
in approving adhesion of the Amer- 
ican government to the permanent 
court of international justice is a 
most important development,” was 
the joint declaration of Premier 
Briand and Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
the British foreign secretary, after 
their conference this morning. 

“Let us hope it is only the first 
step,’’ added the French statesman. 

“Yes,”’ assented Sir Austen, “but 
perhaps it is more prudent not to 
speak it too loudly.”

Cairo, Jan. 28.—~A renewed 
of exciting research by 
Egyptologists opened today with the

close to the Cheops pyramid of 
Giza. The tomb was discovered last 
March by Dr. Reisner’s assistants, 
Alan Rowe and August Duncan 
Greenlee in the absence of Dr. Reis- 
ner in America. The tomb was 
hastily refilled after the finders had 
satisfied themselves that here was 
no ordinary tomb, but something of 
the greatest possible importance, 
something perhaps such as the 
world never has seen and which 
might even eclipse the sensation, 
aroused by Howard Carter’s dis- 
covery of Tutankhamen’s burial 
place. 

Dr. Reisner arrived at the begin- 
ning of this winter, but ill health 
prevented him from beginning work 
until quite recently, and not until 
January 1 was the task begun of 
removing the earth from the filled 
shaft. 


Burial Room Reopened. 


Hundreds of workers from the 
Luxor area, where laborers for 
renerations have been accustomed 
to the delicate work of excavating 
have been brought to Giza. Dr. 
Reisner also has secured an expert 
staff of assistants, including Dows 
Dunham, Lieut. Comdr. Wheeler, 
Mr. Hawes and M. Bonnelo, together 
with two Egyptian foremen. 

A 4,000 candle power lighting 
plant has been installed in a hut 
beside the shaft and Thursday of 
last week work was begun- After 
the removal of the earth filling Dr.

The interior of the chamber 
was examined with the aid of a 
1,000 candle power lamp and, be- 
ing carefully compared with photo- 
graphs taken last. year, was found 
exactly as it was left. 

The work was carried out in cir- 
cumstances of the greatest diffi- 


nearly 40 feet, and very narrow, 
with the crumbling walls constant- 
ly threatening to fall, which might 
do ittcalculable injury to the de- 
cayed furniture within the tomb. 
Seven courses of masonry remain 
to be removed before the floor of 
the chamber is reached, anid this 
task will take considerable time.

11 EUROPEAN PROGRAMS 
ARE HEARD IN AMERICA 


Four From_U. S. Penetrate to 
Russia Again; Brussels 
Joins in Project. 


New York, Jan. 28 (By A. P.).— 
Aided by fair atmospheric condi- 
tions, radio fans on both sides of 
the Atlantic tried tonight to sur- 
pass yesterday’s record in the third 
international radio broadcasting 
tests, when four American stations 
penetrated Russia and eleven Euro- 
pean stations were known to have 
been heard in the United States. 

During the overseas hour all the 
European and South American sta- 
tions—a total of 20—were on the 
air simultaneously for the first time 
since the tests began. Among them 
was Brussels, Belgium, which 
slipped unheralded into the tests on 
Tuesday night and has been taking 
part ever since. 

Mexico, Cuba, Porto Rico and 
Canada began broacasting as usual 
between 11 and 12 o’clock—the same 
tie’ allotted to the United States. 

orto Rico came on the air with a 
special program of creole songs by 
Porto Rican troubadours and airs 
by a Spanish orchestra. 

Hamburg, Germany, was heard 
more clearly in the United States 
last night than any other European 
station, the check-up of the radio 
week committee showed. Madrid, 
Brussels, Prague, Breslau, Manches- 
ter, Birmingham, Vienna and Mos- 
cow, in Europe, and Lima and 
Buenos Aires, in South America, 
were also received. 

Reports were made from Russia 
that although unfavorable atmos- 
pheric conditions prevailed there, 
fans heard stations WEAF, New 
York; WOR, Newark; WJZ, New 
York, and WJY, New York. ‘The 
committee could not learn what 
Russian stations were broadcasting. 

Although tomorrow night’s pro- 
gram calls only for ‘‘zone broad- 
casting’ by stations in the United 
States and Canada, stations in 
Vienna, Prague, Munster and Brus- 
sels in Europe and Buenos Aires 
have announced that they will be 
on the air also. Three will broad- 
cast from Buenos Aires.

MARSHALL SHAVELESS 
SINCE SUICIDE THREAT 


ls Refused Razor by Guards; 
Dreads Facing Crowds, 
He Complains. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 28 (By A. P.). 
The statement by David L. Mar- 
shall, Philadelphia chiropractor, 
that he killed Miss Anna May 
Dietrich and dismembered her body 
because she had attempted to black- 
mail him has been ‘“‘completely re- 
pudiated,’”’ the police announced 
tonight. . 

Evidence was unearthed today, 
the authorities said, concerning a 
motive for the slaying. Beyond 
stating that it was not blackmail, 
however, they declined to say what 
the motive was. 

The investigation has also proved 
untrue, the detectives said, Mar- 
shall’s assertion that Miss Dietrich 
had waited in his office, while he 
went out to supper. The police 


said they had found he had taken 
out to dinner a short time be- 
he slew her. : 


30 Witnesses for State. 


Thirty witnesses will be sum- 
moned by the commonwealth when 
Marshal] is placed on trial charged 
with the murder. 

Marshall has threatened to take 
his life and is under guard in the 
hospital at Movamensing prison. 

His threat was revealed today by 
officers who accompanied him to 
the prison yesterday after he had 
been held without bail for the action 
of the coroner.

It accounts for one-tenth of all deaths 
among adults in the United States and for as 
great or perhaps even a greater proportion in 
Europe. Dr. Soper found that in cancer re- 
search England is in the forefront, while in 
establishing clinics for its treatment in its 
early stages the lead is taken by France and 
Switzerland. Apparently he does not think 
that the United States is doing all that it 
might or should to eradicate the evil, for he 
says: 

It is time our country fully realized the 
nature and magnitude of its cancer prob- 
lem and marshaled more of its great re- 
sources in the organized effort to combat 
it. We must make a great collective ef- 
tort if we want to make any headway 
against cancer. . Europe is offering us 
an object lesson which we can not afford 
to neglect. 

This is a clarion call to action, which, in 
view of the tremendous issues at stake, should 
not fall on dull or inattentive ears.

AT TRIAL OF WAN 


Capt. Burlingame Says Dr. Li 
Told Him Address of Ac- 
cused — 


CONDITION OF LIGHTS 
IN MISSION DISPUTED 


Justice Stafford Hones to 
End Murder Case in 
bash — 


Today, the seventh anniversary 
of the Chinese triple. murder of 
January 29, 1919, finds the second 
trial of Ziang Sun Wan at the mid- 
way stage. Wan, the only person 
arrested in connection with the 
crime, is charged with killing one 
of the Chinese. 

It was police day at the trial yes- 
terday, and at least two of the wit- 
nesses offered testimony in conflict 
with statements made by Dr. Kang 
Li, the government’s star witness. 

Capt. Guy E. Burlingame, for- 
merly a headquarters detective and 
now head of the police ‘flying 
squadron,” was ‘the chief witness. 
He was still on the stand when 
Justice Wendell P. Stafford ad- 
journed the trial to Monday. 

Tells of New. York Trip. 

Capt. Burlingame who, with an- 
Other detective, arrested Wan in 
New York, told of visiting the Chi- 
nese educational mission in Kalo- 
rama road the night the murder 
was discovered and of his trip to 
New York the following morning. 

In answer.to a question by Wil- 
ton J. Lambert, chief counsel for 


Wan, Capt. Burlingame admitted 
that Wan’s address in New York 
had been given him by Dr. 
Kang Li. 

Dr. Li, who testified seeing Wan 
in the mission house the night of 
the murder and who acéompanied 
the detectives to New York to arrest 
Wan, had denied on the stand that 
he,revealed Wan’s whereabouts in 
the metropolis. 

Another point in Dr. Li’s testi- 
mony was challenged when Fred 
Sandberg, the finger print expert of 
the local detective bureau, testified 
that the electric lights in the mis- 
sion house were out of order. Dr. Li 
in telling how he discovered the 
murder said he climbed through a 
window of the mission house and 
immediately turned on the electric 
lights. 


Material Evidence Offered, 


The trial assumed .a grewsome 
aspect yesterday when various ar- 
ticles remindful of the murder were 
introduced as evidence. Among 
them were photographs showing the 
bodies of the three murder victims, 
the revolver found near the two 
bodies in the basement, a pair of 
spectacles and a blood-soaked hand- 
kerchief that belonged to Dr. Wong, 
one of the victims. 

Capt. Burlingame told how 
found the handkerchief and 
glasses on the steps leading from 
the basement to the first floor. The 
theory of the government is that 
the handkerchief amd the glasses 
were dropped by Dr. Wong while he 
Was being pursued up the steps. 

Detective Sergeant Warren O. 
Embrey told of his investigation at 
the mission house the night the 
murder was discovered. He was 
the first man to view the bodies of 
Ben Sen Wu and C. H. Hsie, the 
two Chinese who were murdered in 
the basement. The head of one of 
them, he said, was covered by a 
pillow. Dr. Wong’s body was found

he lone representative of a lost 
cause in the present ‘House, Repre-

‘‘Genferal’’ were the names to which 
these legislators responded most 
readily. - 

Much interest was shown in sev- 
eral representatives whose fathers 
had served in Congress as well. 
this group were Senator Thomas F., 
Bayard, of Delaware, whose father, 
grandfather, great-uncle,’ great- 
grandfather and great-great-grand- 
father were all senators from Dela- 
ware; Senator Robert M. La Fol- 
lette, jr., son of the late Senator La 
Follette; Representative Charles R. 
Crisp, of Georgia, whose father was 
Speaker ofthe House of Represen- 
tatives, and Representative M. E. 
Crumpacker, of Oregon, whose fa- 
ther served in the House from 
Indiana. 


For many of the legislators pres- 
ent this was their first White House 
congressional reception and their 
interest was manifest.

Washington was described as.a 
“city of buyers’ with, an ‘‘unfavor- 
able trade balance’’ by Rudolph 
Jose, chairman of the Chamber of 
Commerce industrial exposition 
committee, at a meeting of the 
group last night.

‘‘Washington has great buying 
power.

Elimination of Fare 
Over Bridges Sought 


The District commissioners plan 
to submit a bill looking to the 
elimination. of the half cent fare 
across Key bridge, it was learned

IODINE: FOR MAN AND BEAST. 


HERE is plenty of proof that 
& feeding small doses of iodine 

‘is of service when properly 
done and when the natural supply 
of iodine is deficient. The region 
in which the drinking water is de- 
ficient in lfodine is as follows, very 
roughly: The western half of New 
England, the northwestern quarter 
of New York, the western half of 
Pennsylvania, about one-third of 
New Jersey, some of ‘the west of 
Maryland and Virginia, a little of 
northwest North Carolina, a little 
of northeast Tennessee, Michigan, 
Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, West Vir- 
ginia, the north half of Illinois, 
all of Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, 
North and South Dakota, Montana, 
Wyoming, Idaho, Washington, Ore- 
gon, Nevada, Utah, Colorado, and a 
little of Nebraska and Kansas. 


Animals raised in this region 
vary in the need for artificially-sup- 
plied iodine, at different ages, dur- 
ing different epochs in their lives 
and at different seasons of the year. 
Seidel and Fenger showed that the 
iodine in the thyroid glands of ani- 
mals slaughtered in Chicago pack- 
ing Mouses ,was lowest in the early 
spring, and highest in the fall. 
There is proof that the tissues are 
richest in iodine in the season of 
green pasturage, and lowest in the 
season Of winter stable feeding.
